OF POWER AT POLLS; 


9 MILLION TO VOTE 


Maine Electio n Indicates 
They Are Lining: Up 
with Harding. 


W ashington, 
D. 
C., 
Sopt. 
23 — 
A bout 9,000,000 wom en will vote in the 
N ovem ber election and they und oub t­ 
edly hold the balance of political jtow- 
er. 
This s ta te m e nt ia 
baaed 
on 
a 
com p utation m ade from the w om an's 
vote In the M aine election. 
About 30,0u0 w om en voted in the 
Maine election. 
Based up on the c en­ 
sus of 1510 tha t num b er is 32 p ercent 
of the num ber of w om en 21 y ears of 
ege who live in Maine. 
T he Maine 
wom en num ber, according to the 1910 
census, 248,309. 
In the U nited States, according to 
latest cansus statistics, there are 26,- 
593,066 women of voting age. 
If the 
ratio of 32 p ercent which existed in 
’ the Maine election p revails In all the 
states, and it prolvably will as the 
wom en generally will w ant 10 vote for 
the first time, there will be cast In the 
N ovem ber election nn a ggrega te w om ­ 
a n voto of 8,602,741, or nearly nine 
millions. 
In the N orthe rn states the 
p erecentage p robably will be higher, 
' a nd in the S outhern sta te s lower he- 
1 cause In the "Solid S outh" the black 
! m a n is largely disfranchised, and the 
’ negro women will receive the sam e 
political diaorirnination In tha t section. 
B ut the 
N a tion’s 
average 
p robably 
will he about 32 p ercent w hich will 
give nine millions. 
Similar statistics show 
tha t 
there 
a re 29,577,690 m en of voting age in 
the United States. 
In the p residential 
election of 1916 the re w ere cast 18,- 
528,743 ballots, 62 p ercent of the total 
m ale p op ulation 21 y e ars of age. 
It 
can hardly be exp ected tha t so large 
n p ercentage of the wom en will voto, 
b ut it may be safely said that at least 
32 p ercent of them will. 
W om en C ontrol Election. 
T herefore it is evident to all ob ­ 
servers that the wom en now hold the 
political balance of power. 
In 
the 
Maine election about 75 p ercent of the 
wom en voted the rep ublican tick et. If 
(bat p ercentage should p revail in all 
the states north of the Mason and 
Dixon line a nd in the W est a re p ub ­ 
lican landslide of unp recedented m ag- 
ritud e would occur. 
T ha t landslide 
is confidently exp ected by the r e p ub ­ 
lican m ana gers a nd indeed in W a s h­ 
ington is p ractically alread y a ck now l­ 
edged by dem ocratic observers. 
But it will not require 
75 p ercent of 
the nine million 
w om en voting the r e ­ 
p ublican 
tick et to cause a landslide 
to Harding 
and Coolidge. 
If 
32 p e r­ 
cent 
of 
the 
w om en voters 
in 
N ew 
York p articip ate In the election if will 
add nearly a million votes 
in the E m ­ 
pire State. 
In 1916 H ughes carried 
New York by m ore tha n 100,000, the 
total vote 
being 1,706,354. 
Had 
the 
women 
voted then a 100,000 p lurality 
would have 
been 
increased 
several 
times over. 
In P ennsy lvania a 32 p ercent ratio 
would have added nearly 750,000 w om ­ 
a n's votes to the total of nearly 1,- 
300,000 
cast 
for 
H ughes 
in 
1916. 
H ughes carried P e nnsy lva nia by 181,- 
55o. or about one -fourth of the women 
\ m es that m ay be cast In P e nns y l­ 
vania in Novem ber. 
Wilson carried Ohio In 1916 by 89,- 
5f» 3. 
In Ohio if the 32 p ercent ratio 
occurs nearly half a million women 
will vote—eleven tim es W ilson's p lur­ 
ality in 1916. 
They Hold tlie Kay . 
T here can fie no question but thal 
the women r.ow hold the k ey to the 
N ational political situation and ran 
throw victory to rep ublicans or d e m ­ 
ocrats. 
.Judging from the way they 
voted in the M aine election It would 
seem that a gre a t m ajority of the 
new ly enfranchised citizens are p rc- 
) a ring to line up throughout the ooun- 
tiy , excep t In the Kouth, for H arding 
and Coolidge. 
E very 
intelligent 
observer 
m ust 
agree that the result in Maine w as a 
com p lete rep udiation of the League of 
N ations » by the w om en, and a t r e m ­ 
endous rep ublican victory , 
which 
is 
om inous of dem ocratic defeat in N o­ 
vem ber. 
W om en can justly claim a 
gre a t share of the victory in Maine. 
H ad the wom en voted for the League 
the victory would have been equally 
significant of dem ocratic 
victory 
in 
November.
